HEALTH  NOTES. 

THE  EFFECT  OF  SOAP  ON  THE  SKIN.— When  soap  is  used 
for  washing  the  skin — says  Dr.  Erasmus  Wilson —the  excess  of  alkali  contained 
in  it  combines  with  the  oily  fluid  with  which  the  skin  is  naturally  bedewed, 
removes  it  in  the  form  of  emulsion,  and  with  it  a  portion  of  the  dirt.  Another 
portion  of  the  alkali  softens  and  dissolves  the  superficial  stratum  of  the  scarf-skin 
(this  is  the  insensitive  skin  which  the  needlewoman  pierces  in  the  operation  of 
sewing  on  the  finger  ;  it  is  the  scarf-skin  which  the  cuttler  shaves  in  order  to  test 
the  sharpness  of  his  blade),  and,  when  this  is  rubbed  off,  the  rest  of  the  dirt 
disappears.  So  that  every  washing  of  the  skin  with  soap  removes  the  old  face  of 
the  scarf-skin,  and  leaves  a  new  one  ;  and  were  the  process  repeated  to  excess,  tfe 
latter  would  become  so  much  attenuated  as  to  render  the  body  sensible  to  a  touch 
too  slight  to  be  felt  through  its  ordinary  thickness.  On  the  other  hand,  where  the 
scarf-skin  and  the  dirt  are  rarely  disturbed  by  soap,  the  sensibility  of  the  skin  is 
necessarily  benumbed.  Soap,  therefore,  is  the  best  and  proper  detergent  for  the 
skin.  Other  means  than  soap  for  the  purification  of  the  skin  are  highly  ob¬ 
jectionable — such  as  wash-powders  ;  they  are  sluttish  expedients,  half-doing  their 
work,  and  leaving  all  the  corners  uns  .vept. 

A  CURE  FOR  HEADACHES. — Brushing  the  hair  and  shampooing  are 
recommended  for  the  relief  of  headache.  “  Amongst  the  accessories  for  the  reliel 
of  headache,”  says  one  writer,  “  I  would  mention  the  value  of  having  the  hair 
smartly  and  vigorously  brushed  by  a  hair-dresser  during  the  coming  on  of  a  head¬ 
ache,  and  the  circular  brush  which  is  prompted  to  action  by  machinery  is  more 
soothing  in  its  influence  than  the  ordinary  brush,  when  controlled  solely  by  the 
hand  of  man.  For  a  neuralgic  headache  and  for  rheumatism  of  the  scalp,  the 
circular  brushing  by  machinery  is  only  equalled  by  the  comfort  of  sponging  the 
head  with  hot  water  ;  and  it  outvies  the  sponge,  inasmuch  as  the  patient  has 
nothing  to  fear  from  catching  cold  after  the  operation. 

THE  BATH. — The  employment  of  baths  in  order  to  preserve  health  and 
ward  off  disease  has  been  hitherto  greatly  neglected  by  some  classes  of  the  com¬ 
munity.  The  effect  which  baths  exert  both  physically  and  morally  is  very  con¬ 
siderable,  for,  besides  influencing  the  body  for  good,  they  exert  a  powerful  influence 
on  the  mind  as  well,  and  in  the  case  of  children  and  young  persons  especially  this 
mental  effect  is  of  very  great  importance.

HEALTH  NOTES. 

FOR  COLD  FEET. — Those  who  suffer  from  cold  feet  at  bedtime,  should 
adopt  the  plan  of  plunging  them  into  cold  water,  and  then  rub  them  dry  with  a 
rough  towel  till  re-action  occurs,  when  the  application  of  hot  bottles  will  be 
serviceable;  but  without  the  previous  use  of  the  cold  application,  the  hot  bottles 
often  fail  to  excite  any  warmth. 

HEALTHY  CHILDREN. — The  great  thing  to  have  healthy  children  is  to 
keep  them  clean  and  warm  ;  give  them  plenty  of  air  and  exercise  ;  few  sweetmeats  ; 
sufficient,  but  not  overmuch,  plain  food,  and  attention  to  the  bowels.  If  these 
hints  are  acted  upon,  the  visits  of  the  medical  attendant  will  be  much  curtailed  in 
number,  and  the  health  of  the  children  secured. 

EDUCATION  AND  HEALTH. — Many  children  are  ruined  in  health, 
bodily  and  mental,  by  the  hot-bed  system  of  education  now  in  vogue.  It  is  better 
that  children  should  be  dunces  than  that  they  should  have  their  bodily  vigour  lost, 
and  their  mental  energy  in  after  life  endangered.  Until  the  age  of  seven  years 
they  should  be  allowed  to  remain  as  free  as  the  air  in  the  green  fields  and 
pleasant  woods. 

HOW  TO  INSURE  DIGESTION. -Our  food  must  be  done,  either  by  the 
cook,  or  by  our  stomach,  before  digestion  can  take  place.  Surely  no  man  in  his 
senses  would  willingly  be  so  wanting  in  consideration  of  the  comfort  of  his 
stomach,  as  to  give  it  the  needless  trouble  of  cooking  and  digesting  also,  and  waste 
its  valuable  energies  in  work  which  a  spit  or  a  stewpan  can  do  better.

HEALTH  NOTES. 

HEALTH  HINTS  FOR  MAY.-(i).  Do  not  be  in  haste  to  remove  your 
flannel  underclothing  :  it  should  be  worn  this  month.  (2).  See  that  your  kitchen 
yard  is  thoroughly  cleaned  up,  and  no  refuse  left  to  decay  in  it  to  poison  the  air. 
(3).  Let  the  cellar  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  whitewashed.  (4).  Be  sure  that  the 
drinking  water  is  pure.  If  it  is  suspicious,  boil  and  filter  it.  (5).  Prepare  to 
diminish  your  winter  ration  of  meat.  Fruits,  grains,  and  vegetables,  with  milk 
and  eggs,  should  form  our  main  warm-weather  diet.  (6).  If  the  coat  is  removed 
while  gardening,  or  what  not,  be  sure  and  put  it  on  at  once  when  you  stop  working. 
Many  a  case  of  inflammation  of  lungs,  or  bronchitis,  has  occurred  through  delay  or 
want  of  promptness  in  this  matter. 

HOW  TO  GET  REFRESHING  SLEEP.— Good,  sound,  perfect  and 
refreshing  sleep  is  marred  in  many  ways.  To  obtain  this  the  following  points  should 
be  observed  : — The  temperature  of  the  sleeping  room  should  be  about  550  to  6o°  F. 
The  room  should  be  equal  to  12  feet  square,  8  or  more  feet  high.  It  must  be  remem¬ 
bered  that  each  breath  of  air  from  the  lungs  vitiates  the  whole  body  of  air,  as  a 
drop  of  ink  will  discolour  a  glass  of  water.  If  two  persons  sleep  in  the  space 
sufficient  for  one,  each  has  his  system  just  one  half  washed  out,  ohe  half  renovated, 
blood  one  half  purified.  Skin  exhalations  also  rapidly  spoil  the  air  of  a  sleeping 
room. 

HOW  ONE  TAKES  COLD. — It  is  generally  supposed  that  it  is  the  ex¬ 
posure  to  a  cold  or  wet  atmosphere  which  produces  the  effect  called  cold,  whereas 
it  is  returning  to  a  warm  temperature  after  exposure,  which  is  the  real  cause  of  the 
evil.  It  is  a  most  erroneous  practice  after  a  cold  is  caught  to  make  the  room  a 
person  sits  in  much  warmer  than  usual,  to  increase  the  quantity  of  bed-clothes, 
wrap  up  in  flannel,  and  drink  a  large  quantity  of  hot  tea,  gruel,  or  other  slops, 
because  it  will  invariably  increase  the  fever.  This  is  the  old  form  of  treatment, 
but  experience  recommends  a  reduced  atmosphere,  and  frequent  draughts  of  cold 
fluid  as  the  most  efficacious  remedy  for  a  recent  cold,  particularly  when  the  patient’s 
habit  is  full  and  plethoric.

Rest. — The  mind  is  best  rested  by  diversion  to  a  different  subject  of  thought,  or 
by  muscular  activities  ;  the  most  complete  rest  is  that  which  sleep  gives  ;  after 
great  mental  excitement,  sleep  is  often  impossible  ;  but  if  there  is  diversion  in 
muscular  occupation  for  a  while,  refreshing  sleep  will  follow.  If  from  any  cause  a 
man  feels  himself  exhausted  mentally  or  muscularly,  a  cup  of  hot  black  tea  affords 
an  instantaneous  and  most  delightful  relief.  If  very  tired,  physically,  lie  on  the 
back,  knees  drawn  up,  the  hands  clasped  above  the  head,  or  resting  on  the  elbows, 
the  fore-arm  at  right  angles,  and  the  hands  hanging  over  the  bends  of  the  wrists. 
Some  persons  are  best  rested  by  lying  on  the  face  for  a  while.  Sometimes  persons 
become  tired  and  restless  in  bed,  being  waked  up,  and  cannot  get  to  sleep  again. 
Rest  and  sleep  may  often  be  had  by  getting  up  and  using  a  towel  bath  thus  :  take 
a  towel,  dip  a  corner  of  it  in  water,  cold  or  warm,  as  is  most  agreeable,  lay  the 
dampened  part  flat  on  the  hand,  and  with  mouth  shut  and  breast  protruding  rub 
the  whole  surface  of  the  body,  fast  and  hard,  as  far  as  can  be  reached  in  every 
direction,  and  then  go  to  bed  again  ;  the  feeling  of  refreshment  and  vigour  from 
the  operation,  properly  performed,  is  sometimes  most  agreeable,  to  be  followed  by 
quick  and  delicious  sleep,  provided  the  mind  is  not  bent  on  disagreeable  topics. 

Mental  Recreation. — Mental  diversion,  mental  exhilaration,  mental  release 
from  the  cares  and  business  and  worries  of  life,  are  not  only  essential  to  healthful 
thought,  to  a  healthy  condition  of  the  mind,  but  they  materially  promote  bodily 
vigour  and  physical  well-being.  Amusements  should  more  largely  enter  into  our 
family  life  than  they  now  do  ;  it  is  the  absence  of  it  to  too  great  an  extent,  which 
leads  to  many  social  evils,  to  many  habits  and  practices  which  ruin  the  health  and 
morals  of  our  sons  and  daughters  in  a  great  many  cases.  Young  people  cannot 
be  expected  to  have  books  and  newspapers  always  in  their  hands,  or  sit  demurely 
by  the  family  fireside  by  the  hour,  in  hemming  and  stitching  and  knitting.  Games 
and  pastimes  should  be  more  freely  introduced  into  families  ;  there  should  be  more 
of  off  hand  visiting  ;  of  informal  call  ;  where  one  neighbour  can  drop  into  another 
neighbour’s  house  after  dark,  and  spend  an  hour  or  two  in  unrestrained  social 
intercourse ;  thus  giving  air,  exercise,  and  recreation.

HEALTH  NOTES. 

Cleanliness. — The  effect  of  cleanliness  on  the  health  is  marvellous.  Many 
diseases  originate  from  inattention  to  it,  and  simply  require  for  their  treatment 
that  the  filth  should  be  removed.  Yet  how  many  people  trust  to  “  bottles,” 
“  lotions,”  “  salves,”  “  healing  saw ,”  or  “  ointment,”  to  heal  a  superficial  sore,  for 
example,  which  might  after  all  be  cured  by  cleanliness  alone  ;  and  it  is  to  be  feared 
that  such  applications  have  not  only  been  ineffectual,  but  frequently  have  increased 
the  former  mischief.  Many  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  attend  to  this  and  nurses 
are  among  the  number.  Cleanliness,  though  it  will  not  of  itself  heal  every  sore, 
will  at  all  events  greatly  aid,  while,  on  the  other  hand,  slovenly  habits  must  retard 
the  recovery,  and  entail  more  misery  and  suffering.  The  face,  but  particularly  the 
hands,  should  be  sponged  with  warm  water  several  times  in  the  course  of  the  day, 
if  they  are  hot  or  if  there  is  a  tendency  to  feverishness  ;  or  this  may  be  alternated 
by  allowing  a  small  piece  of. ice  to  dissolve  in  the  hands,  or  rubbed  over  them  and 
the  face,  and  immediately  dried  afterwards. 

Cautions  in  Visiting  the  Sick. — Do  not  visit  the  sick  when  you  are  fatigued, 
or  when  in  a  state  of  perspiration,  or  with  the  stomach  empty — for  in  such  con¬ 
ditions  you  are  liable  to  take  the  infection.  When  the  disease  is  very  contagious, 
place  yourself  at  the  side  of  the  patient  which  is  nearest  to  the  window.  Do  not 
enter  the  room  the  first  thing  in  the  morning,  before  it  has  been  aired  ;  and  when 
you  come  away,  take  some  food,  change  your  clothing  immediately  and  expose 
the  latter  to  the  air  for  some  days.  Tobacco  smoke  is  a  preventive  of  malaria. 

Ringworm. — This  is  caused  by  a  vegetable  parasitic  growth  within  and 
around  the  hair  in  patches.  The  head  should  be  washed  freely  with  Calvert's 
carbolic  soap,  the  hair  carefully  combed  to  remove  all  loosened  hair  and  every 
particle  of  crust,  then  apply  the  following  lotion,  which  is  very  poisonous,  and 
should  be  carefully  locked  when  not  being  used  : — Sublimate  of  mercury,  2^  grains  ; 
spirit  of  wine,  1  ounce  ;  tincture  of  musk,  1  dram  ;  water,  3  ounces.  It  must  be 
applied  with  friction  with  the  finger  when  well  wetted  with  the  lotion,  or  it  will 
not  reach  the  real  seat  of  the  disease.  The  fingers,  comb,  sponge,  and  towel  mmt 
be  thoroughly  disinfected  with  carbolic  acid  each  time  after  use.

Teething.  —  These  troubles  com¬ 
mence  about  the  fifth  or  seventh  month, 
and  continue  up  to  two  years  with 
cutting  the  first  or  milk-teeth,  and  is 
attended  with  more  or  less  constitu¬ 
tional  derangement.  The  second  or 
permanent  teeth  commence  about  the 
fifth  year,  and  continue  over  the  seventh. 
During  the  early  teething  a  Stedman’s 
powder  may  always  be  given  with 
benefit. 

Convulsions  in  Teething.  —  In 
cases  of  convulsions,  the  face  and  head 
of  the  child  should  be  promptly  bathed 
with  cold  water,  and  the  entire  body 
placed  in  a  hot  bath.  At  the  same 
time,  if  the  gums  are  very  much 
swollen  and  very  red,  they  should  be 
lanced,  and  the  feverishness  and  irrita¬ 
bility  should  be  allayed  by  gently 
rubbing  with  Mrs.  Johnson’s  Soothing 
Syrup. 

How  Children  should  be  Fed. — 

Milk  alone  during  the  first  nine  months 
of  a  child’s  existence,  in  quantity  from 
two  to  three  pints,  diluted,  should  be 
given  daily  if  brought  up  by  hand ; 
and  from  that  time  till  about  20  months 
farinaceous  food  may  be  mixed  with  the 
milk  in  gradually  increasing  quantities. 
Milk  puddings  made  with  a  little  egg, 
and  by  degrees  bread  and  butter  should 
lead  on  to  the  third  year.  From  this 
to  the  fifth  year  well-boiled  potatoes, 
with  a  little  meat  gravy,  and  eventually 
meat  itself  should  be  added  to  the 
infant’s  food.  At  about  the  ninth  year 
the  child  may  partake  of  the  general 
food  and  meals  of  the  family  ;  but  still, 
during  all  this  time,  milk  must  be  the 
staple  food.  The  infant  has  not  only 
to  supply  waste,  but  to  bring  increase 
of  size  and  stature.  To  produce  this, 
a  greater  amount  and  more  frequent 
consumption  of  food  is  necessary.  For 
its  weight,  an  infant  requires  three 
times  as  much  carbonaceous,  and  six 
times  as  much  nitrogenous  food  as  an 
adult. 


Measles  at  first  resemble  a  severe 
cold — sneezing,  watery  eyes,  discharge 
from  nose,  cough,  fever,  diarrhoea,  and 
sickness.  The  eruption  of  round  red 
spots  first  show  on  face  about  fourth 
day,  and  if  kept  warm  in  bed,  spreads 
over  the  body,  and  fades  away  about  the 
seventh  day.  Measles  only  require  the 
patient  to  be  kept  warm,  and  give  plenty 
of  cooling  drinks,  barley  water,  &c.  It 
is  the  after  complications  which  require 
attention. 

Worms. — The  symptoms  of  worms 
are— depravity  of  appetite,  sometimes 
disgust  and  others  voracity  of  food, 
thirst,  disturbed  sleep,  grinding  of  the 
teeth  during  sleep,  pallid  countenance, 
fcetid  breath,  itching  of  the  nose,  and 
emaciated  limbs.  They  may  be  re¬ 
moved  by  the  use  of  Bragg’s  Charcoal. 
Half  a  teaspoonful  of  the  powder  taken 
stirred  in  water,  or  half  a  biscuit 
given  twice  or  thrice  a  day  will  often 
remove  them.  The  charcoal  purifies 
the  stomach  and  bowels  from  all  im¬ 
purities  upon  which  the  parasites  feed. 
Deprived  of  their  food  they  die,  and  pass 
out  of  the  system. 

When  a  mustard  poultice  is  applied 
to  infants  and  young  children,  the 
mustard  should  be  mixed  with  an  equal 
quantity  of  linseed,  and  its  effects 
watched.  Blisters  caused  by  mustard 
are  very  difficult  to  heal. 

Cradles  should  not  be  allowed  to 
rest  on  the  floor. 

A  child  should  not  be  put  to  bed 
immediately  after  a  full  meal. 

Children  should  not  be  in  the  room 
during  either  sweeping  or  scrubbing. 

A  child  should  sleep  in  a  cot  or  bed 
by  itself  in  the  room  of  its  parents  or 
nurse. 

A  child  should  never  be  allowed  to 
remain  up  late  ;  it  exhausts  its  nervous 
power,  and  induces  habits  of  sleepless¬ 
ness. 

Horsehair  or  flock  mattresses  are 
better  for  children  than  feather  beds, 
and  are  less  likely  to  lead  to  curvature 
of  the  spine. 

Rocking  a  child  causes  sleep  by 
cerebral  congestion,  and  is  said  to 
induce  “  water  on  the  brain.”  Children 
that  are  accustomed  to  regular  hoir  > 
each  day  and  night  for  sleep  do  not 
require  such  adventitious  aid.

Wash  for  Sunburn.  —  Take  two 
drachms  of  borax,  one  drachm  of  Roman 
alum,  one  drachm  of  camphor,  half  an 
ounce  of  sugar-candy,  and  a  pound  of 
ox  gall  ;  mix  and  stir  well  for  ten 
minutes  or  so,  and  repeat  this  stirring 
three  or  four  times  a  day  for  a  fortnight, 
till  it  appears  clear  and  transparent: 
strain  through  botting-paper  and  bottle 
up  for  use. 

Hair  Management.  —  There  is  a 
prevailing  impression  that  you  cannot 
brush  the  hair  too  much,  or  too  hard. 
This  is  one  among  the  many  popular 
errors  ;  too  much  stimulant  to  the  scalp 
is  not  beneficial,  aud  is  often  the  cause 
of  harshness  of  the  hair  and  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  scurf.  The  skin  of  the  head  is 
kept  moist  by  a  natural  oily  secretion, 
and  it  is  the  deficiency  of  this  secretion 
that  causes  the  hair  to  become  dry, 
coarse,  and  scurfy.  Too  frequent 
washing  the  head  with  soap  and  water, 
or  strong  alkaline  solution,  removes  this 
natural  exudation  — deprives  the  hair  of 
its  nourishment.  Washing  the  hair 
with  egg  lotion  and  brushing  gently, 
some  vaseline  pomade,  or  bland  wash 
containing  glycerine,  is  by  far  the  better 
treatment. 

Cleansing  the  Hair. — A  good  wash 
is  made  with  2  ounces  of  borax  dissolved 
in  2  quarts  of  water,  and  add  in  small 
lumps  1  ounce  of  camphor.  Let  stand 
two  or  three  davs,  shaking  the  mixture 
two  or  three  times  a  day ;  then  use  the 
clear  liquid.  The  camphor,  which  is 
not  dissolved,  should  be  used  again  till 
entirely  dissolved.  An  excellent  tonic 
hair  dressing  is  prepared  by  boiling 
1  ounce  each  of  rosemary  and  box 
(just  as  it  is  picked,  wood  and  leaves 
together)  in  a  pint  of  cold  water.  Let 
it  simmer  gently  for  two  hours,  then 
strain  ;  when  cold,  add  2  ounces  of 
bay  rum  and  2  ounces  of  glycerine. 
Use  with  a  soft  brush  every  morning. 

Freckles  or  Stains  on  the  Skin. — 
When  the  superficial  luminas  of  the 
scarf-skin  become  stained  from  not 
usiug  sufficient  soap,  or  from  too  much 
exposure  to  the  sun’s  rays,  and  the  skin 
lms  the  appearance  of  being  mottled, 
with  irregular  brown  or  olive  coloured 
spots,  the  best  remedy  will  be  found  in 
lemon  juice.  This  is  an  agent  of  great 
utility  in  removing  stains  from  the 
skin,  after  the  dirt  has  been  completely 
washed'  away  with  soap.

To  Clean  Brushes. — A  teaspoonful 
of  ammonia,  added  to  one  quart  of 
water,  is  the  best  possible  agent  for 
cleansing  hair  brushes. 

Liquidfor  Prevention  of  Baldness. 

— Eau  de  Cologne,  2  ounces  ;  tincture 
of  cantharides,  2  drachms  ;  oil  of  rose¬ 
mary,  oil  of  nutmeg,  and  oil  of  lavender, 
each  10  drops.  To  be  rubbed  on  the 
bald  part  of  the  head  every  night. 

Chapped  Hands  are  usually  caused 
by  the  use  of  hard  water.  To  prevent 
this  affection,  they  should  be  thoroughly 
dried  after  washing.  A  little  glycerine 
or  oil,  by  softening  the  hardened  and 
contracted  skin,  will  prevent  chapped 
hands. 


Eyelashes. — To  increase  the  length 
and  strength  of  the  eyelashes,  simply 
clip  the  ends  with  a  pair  of  scissors 
about  once  a  month.  In  Eastern 
countries  mothers  perform  the  operation 
on  their  children,  both  male  and  female, 
when  they  are  mere  infants,  watching 
the  opportunity  whilst  they  sleep. 

The  Teeth. — These  should  be  well 
cleaned  with  a  soft  brush  every 
morning  before  breakfast.  After  dinner 
or  other  meal  they  may  have  the 
brush  passed  lightly  round  them  for 
a  few  seconds.  A  few  drops  of  eau  de 
Cologne,  in  a  tumbler  of  water,  makes 
an  agreeable  tooth  wash. 

Chilblains. — Keep  the  feet  dry  and 
warm ;  if  co’d,  do  not  warm  them  at 
the  fire,  or  place  them  in  hot  water,  but 
lave  them  with  cold  water,  and  then  rub 
with  dry  cold  towels.  Warm  foment¬ 
ations,  and  subsequent  rubbings  with 
liniments  of  turpentine  or  camphorated 
spirit,  or  “  Dredge’s  Heal-all.”  If  there 
be  a  discharge  of  matter  apply  bread 
poultices,  and  when  it  ceases  use 
creosote  ointment. 


Offensive  Feet. — The  feet  should  be 
washed  daily  in  cold  water,  and  after¬ 
wards  rubbed  thoroughly  dry  ;  the  water 
may  contain  half  an  ounce  of  powdered 
alum  to  the  quart.  Also  at  least  once  a 
day,  especially  after  exercise,  bathe  the 
feet  with  a  solution  of  80  grains  of 
permanganate  of  potash  to  one  pint  of 
water.  Also  before  putting  on  the  socks 
or  stockings  the  feet  should  be  thickly 
powdered,  especially  between  the  toes, 
with  a  powder  made  from  the  following, 
viz.,  one  part  each  chlorinated  lime, 
prepared  chalk,  and  starch  powder.

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ACCIDENTS  AND  POISONS. 


When  an  accident  happens,  re¬ 
member  that  a  little  efficient  aid  may 
assist  in  saving  the  injured  person’s 
life. 

One  nurse,  relative,  or  friend  should 
take  the  entire  charge  of  cases  of  ac¬ 
cident,  and  carry  out,  regularly  and 
strictly,  the  doctor’s  instructions  as  to 
diet,  medicine,  and  other  treatment. 

When  a  burn  is  extensive  or 
serious,  send  at  once  for  medical  aid; 
and  should  the  person  remain  faint, 
give  a  teaspioonful  of  any  stimulant 
occasionally. 

Lay  anyone  injured  on  his  or  her 
back,  or  if  the  breathing  is  affected,  in 
a  partially  sitting  position,  taking  care 
to  support  properly  the  back  and  head. 
Loosen  any  of  the  clothes  which  are 
tight  or  causing  discomfort. 

When  a  person  breaks  his  leg, 
and  splints  cannot  be  had  directly,  get 
bunches  of  straw  or  twigs,  roll  them  up 
in  handkerchiefs,  and  placing  one  on 
each  side  of  the  leg  or  arm,  bind  another 
handkerchief  firmly  around  them ;  or 
make  a  long  bag  three  inches  in 
diameter,  or  even  more,  of  coarse  linen 
duck,  or  carpet,  and  stuff  this  full  of 
bran,  sawdust  or  sand,  sew  up  the  end, 
and  use  this  the  same  as  the  twigs.  It 
forms  an  excellent  extemporaneous 
splint.  Another  good  plan  is  to  get 
a  hat-box  made  of  chip,  and  cut  it  into 
suitable  length ;  or  for  want  of  all 
these,  take  some  bones  out  a  pair  of 
stays,  and  run  them  through  a  stout 
piece  of  rug,  protecting  the  leg  with  a 
fold  of  rug,  linen,  &c.  A  still  better 
splint,  or  set  of  splints,  can  be  ex¬ 
temporised  by  cutting  a  sheet  of  thick 
pasteboard  into  proper  sized  slips,  then 
passing  each  piece  through  a  basin  of 
hot  water  to  soften  it.  It  is  then  applied 
to  the  fractured  limb  like  an  ordinary 
splint,  when  it  hardens  as  it  dries,  taking 
the  exact  shape  of  the  part  to  which  it 
is  applied. 

If  there  be  any  doubt  about  a 
dislocation,  surgical  advice  ought  to 
be  procured  as  quickly  as  possible, 
as  a  dislocation  should  be  reduced  at 
once. 

If  a  vein  has  been  cut,  the  blood, 
which  is  of  a  dark-purple  colour,  oozes 
in  an  even  stream,  and  is  easily  stopped 
by  pressure  just  below  the  wound  and 
by  a  pad  upon  it. 


Send  at  once  for  medical  aid  in  cases 
of  poisoning,  and,  if  the  patient  is  in¬ 
sensible,  dash  cold  water  upon  the  body, 
and  rub  the  surface  with  the  hand. 

In  the  case  of  sting  of  bees  and 
wasps,  the  seat  of  injury  should  be 
carefully  searched  for  the  sting,  which 
is  generally  left  in,  while  the  wound 
should  be  treated  with  sal-volatile, 
vinegar,  or  eau  de  Cologne. 

When  a  person  is  in  good  health, 
and  is  suddenly  attacked,  after  having 
taken  some  food  or  drink,  with  violent 
pain,  cramp  in  the  stomach,  feeling  of 
sickness,  or  nausea,  vomiting,  con¬ 
vulsive  twitchings,  and  a  sense  of  suf¬ 
focation  ;  or  if  he  be  seized,  under  the 
same  circumstances,  with  giddiness, 
delirium,  or  unusual  sleepiness,  then 
it  may  be  supposed  that  he  has  been 
poisoned. 

Save  all  fluids  vomited,  and  articles 
of  food,  cups,  glasses,  &c.  used  by  the 
patient  before  being  taken  ill,  and  lock 
them  up.  Examine  the  cups  to  guide 
you  in  your  treatment ;  that  is,  smell 
them,  and  look  at  them.  As  a  rule 
give  emetics  after  poisons  that  cause 
sleepiness  and  raving  : — chalk,  milk, 
eggs,  butter,  and  warm  -\Vater,  or  oil, 
after  poisons  that  cause  vomiting  and 
pain  in  the  stomach  and  bowels,  with 
purging;  and  when  there  is  no  inflam¬ 
mation  about  the  throat,  tickle  it  with  a 
feather  to  excite  vomiting. 

Strong  Acids. — If  these  have  been 
swallowed,  give  chalk,  ammonia,  carbo¬ 
nate  of  magnesia,  plaster  scraped  from 
the  walls  or  ceiling,  or  any  alkali  stirred 
up  in  water. 

Caustic  Alkalies.  —  Give  vinegar, 
ad  lib. 

Carbolic  Acid. — Give  oil,  ad  lib. 

Antimony,  zinc,  tin,  silver,  phos¬ 
phorus,  and  all  other  poisons,  except 
those  mentioned  above — emetics  of  salt 
and  water  or  mustard  and  water.  The 
back  of  the  throat  may  be  tickled  with  a 
feather  to  provoke  vomiting. 

If  any  preparation  of  opium  has  been 
swallowed  in  a  poisonous  dose,  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  emetics,  electricity,  the  appli¬ 
cation  of  ammonia  to  the  nostrils,  strong 
coffee  and  tea,  and  walking  the  patient 
about  are  the  most  ready  remedies.  If 
oxalic  acid  has  been  taken,  in  addition 
to  emetics  any  preparation  of  lime  may 
be  given,  but  not  soda  or  potash.

By  the  prepayment  of  a  fee 
of  2d.  any  letter,  newspaper,  or 
book-packet  may  be  registered  to 
any  place  in  the  United  Kingdom 
or  British  Colonies.  The  Post- 
Office  will  not  undertake  the 
sate  transmission  of  valuable  en¬ 
closures  in  unregistered  letters  ; 
and  unregistered  letters  found 
ts  contain  coin  will,  on  delivery, 
be  charged  with  a  registration 
fee  of  8 d. 

INLAND  REGISTRATION  AND 
COMPENSATION. 

The  Postmaster  -  General  will 
(not  in  consequence  of  any  legal 
liability,  but  voluntarily,  and  as 
an  act  of  grace),  subject  to  the 
rules  of  the  Post  Office,  give 
compensation  up  to  a  maximum 
limit  of  £25  for  the  loss  and 
damage  of  Inland  Registered 
Postal  Packets  of  all  kinds  upon 
prepayment  of  a  fee  in  addition 
to  the  postage.  This  fee  either 
consists  of  or  includes  in  each 
case  the  ordinary  registration  fee 
of  2d. ;  and  the  scale  of  fees  and 
the  respective  limits  of  compen¬ 
sation  are  as  follows  : —

Every  article  presented  for  regis¬ 
tration  should  be  marked  with 
the  word  “  Registered,”  and  with 
the  amount  of  the  fee  proper  to 
the  value  up  to  which  the  sender 
desires  to  secure  compensation, 
thus  :  “  Registered  2d.”  ;  “  Regis¬ 
tered  3d.”  ;  and  so  on. 

The  sender  of  an  inland  regis¬ 
tered  letter,  parcel  or  other  regis¬ 
tered  postal  packet,  may  obtain 
an  acknowledgement  of  its  due 
delivery  to  the  addressee  by 
paying  in  advance,  at  the  time  of 
posting,  a  fee  of  2d.  in  addition  to 
the  postage  and  registration  fee. 


The  loss  of  a  registered  article 
(as  it  can  be  traced  through  its 
whole  course)  is  a  rare  occur¬ 
rence.  Nevertheless  large  sums 
of  money  should  not  be  sent 
through  the  post,  as  the  only 
compensation  given  for  loss  of 
coin  is  £2.

Are  sold  at  all  Post-Offices,  and 
by  rural  messengers,  according 
to  size,  from  2 {d.  to  3d.  each. 

POSTAGE  ON  INLAND  REGISTERED 
NEWSPAPERS. 

Prepaid  Rates.  —  For  each 
Registered  Newspaper,  whether 
posted  singly  or  in  a  packet — 
One  Halfpenny;  but  a  packet 
containing  two  or  more  Regis¬ 
tered  Newspapers  is  not  charge¬ 
able  with  a  higher  rate  of  postage 
than  would  be  chargeable  on  a 
Book-Packet  of  the  same  weight, 
viz.,  One  Halfpenny  for  every 
2  oz.  or  fraction  of  2  oz.

6 in.  in  its  longest 
dimensions  may  measure  as  much 
as  2  ft.  6  in.  in  girth,  i.e.,  around 
its  thickest  part. 

Certificates  of  posting  in  respect 
of  unregistered  parcels  can  now 
be  obtained,  which  in  case  of 
loss  will  secure  compensation  up 
to  £2.  If  the  parcel  is  registered, 
compensation  will  be  given  as 
in  article  headed  “Inland  Regis¬ 
tration  and  Compensation.” 

FOREIGN  AND  COLONIAL  PARCEL 
POST- 

Parcels  may  now  be  forwarded 
to  the  British  Colonies  and 
Foreign  Possessions  generally. 
The  reader  is  directed  to  make 
application  for  this  information 
to  the  Local  Postmaster,  or  to 
consult  the  Post  Office  Guide, 
which  is  published  quarterly;  the 
space  at  command  not  allowing 
its  being  detailed  here. 

INLAND  BOOK  POST- 

The  Book  Post  rate  is  One 
Halfpenny  for  every  2  oz.  or  frac¬ 


tion  of  2  oz.  A  Book-Packet  may 
contain  not  only  books,  paper,  or 
other  substances  in  ordinary  use 
for  writing  or  printing,  whether 
plain  or  written  or  printed  upon 
(to  the  exclusion  of  any  written 
letter  or  communication  of  the 
nature  of  a  letter),  photographs, 
when  not  on  glass,  and  anything 
usually  appertaining  to  such 
articles  in  the  way  of  binding 
and  mounting  or  necessary  for 
their  safe  transmission  by  post, 
but  also  Circulars  when  these  are 
wholly  or  in  great  part  printed 
engraved,  or  lithographed. 

Every  Book -Packet  must  be 
posted  in  a  cover  open  at  both 
ends,  to  admit  of  the  contents 
being  easily  withdrawn  for  ex- 
arnitatiun. 

A  Packet  posted  wholly  unpaid 
will  be  charged  with  double  the 
Book  Postage ;  and  if  posted 
partially  prepaid,  with  double 
the  deficiency. —  No  Book-Packet 
may  exceed  5  lbs.  in  weight,  or 
1  ft.  6  in.  in  length,  gin.  in  width, 
and  6  in. in  depth.
